1. The Amendment filed by Applicant on 10/26/2009 has been 
entered. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

2. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 10/26/2009 
have been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-5 and 13-15 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Benvenuti et al . , US 
Patent No. 6,670,434 (hereinafter "Benvenuti") is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Benvenuti. The present invention differs from 
Benvenuti in that the present invention requires a process where 
an anionic imine ligand is formed as a part of the process, 
which can be derived from the fact the claims are limited to k + 
+l+m+n+l=V. 

As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner 
has not located or identified any reference that can be used 
singularly or in combination with another reference including 
Benvenuti to render the present invention anticipated or obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art.
